If the oven 
in which it is roasted or baked is not 


hot enough the meat may not be whole.

the drooping’ branches. No practice 
in orcharding has proved more valu 
able to horticulturista’* than the new 
central bracing system, where a few 
strands of wire, rings, and staples or 
screw eyes are substituted for the old 
fence r@is, two by fours, and forked 
limbs formerly used to prop up 
branches heavily loaded with wet snow 


and sleet in winter and fruit in sum- 


mer. 

The central wiring system is coming 
into general use in the fruit growing 
districts along the Pacific coast, gut 
comparatively few orchardists know 
about it in the midwestern and east 
ern fruit gro g sections. 

Fruit growers are finding that the 
material Yor the new method is much 
cheaper. With a small amount of re- 
pairing the central wiring system is 
estimated to last almost the full life 
of the average tree, while wooden 
props rot and have to be replaced 
every few years.
